Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ella. 

Ella (Fgs. 1,5) teaches an FBAR comprising a substrate #36, a resonator mode 
of two electrodes #24, #26 sandwiching a piezoelectric element #22. There is a first 
space #34 between the lower electrode #24 and the substrate #36 which 
communications thru openings #40a, #40b with a second space (the area above and 
around the device. 

Claim 18 is allowed. 

Further cited of interest are Suzuki (note recess in bottom electrode #12-fig. 3, 
4), Ruby (similar to Ella-note etching vias not illustrated but described at col. 5, lines 48- 
58) and Kline.
